Sir: Having recently lost a valuable cow by 
the horn ail a cow doctor was applie! to, he 
bored her horns and made use of inje-iions 
Into them In about ten days after the cow 
died. [have just conversed with a farmer 
from Newton who says he has long used a 
remedy which has never failed, to his know- 
ledge, to cure. 

‘The ingredients used are spirits of turpen- 
tine, painter’s oil, brimstone and tar, simmer- 
ed together (and not boiled) and then rub 
the mixture well on tothe horns and round 
the roots of the horns. The effect is to ex- 
pel the noxious matter of the horns through 
the natural channel, the nose.

One of the white men saved is the owner of 
the slaves, as le says.
